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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains tine following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCI Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-2, 4-7, 9-16, drawn to a regasification system having a heat source, 
the heat source vaporizing a liquid portion of liquefied natural gas to form a heated first 
vapor having a temperature of at least 125 F and 1450 psig, an expander which 
expands the first vapor to produce electric power, and a demethanizer configured to 
receive the expanded first vapor and a second liquid portion of the liquefied natural gas 
and produces a lean gas and a bottom product. 

Group II, claim(s) 17-20, drawn to a regasification system having a combined cycle 
power plant that heats a liquid natural gas feed to a heated natural gas, a expander that 
expands the heated natural gas, and a compressor that uses power produced by 
expansion of the heated natural gas to compress a lean gas produced by the heated 
natural gas. 

The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

Child (US 5295350) teaches a regasification plant comprising a regasification 
unit operationally coupled to a combined cycle power unit (figure), wherein a 
refrigeration content in liquefied natural gas (from 1) cools a heat source (waste heat 
from combined power plant) in the combined cycle power unit (Figure) to thereby 
produce a heated liquefied natural gas (122, 178) having a temperature of at least 125 
°F and a pressure of at least 1450 psig (column 13, lines 50-53), wherein the heated 
liquefied natural gas (122, 178) is expanded in an expander (183) as a working fluid to 
produce electric power (via 184), and a lean liquefied natural gas (42) produced from 
the heated liquefied natural gas (122, 178) is compressed (per pipeline distribution; 
column 13, line 67). It is therefore shown that the groups lack unity a priori, as that 
which is common between the groups is shown to be known in the art and therefore 
cannot be a special technical feature under PCT Rule 13.2 
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This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

Species A - Figure 1 wherein a portion of the liquid natural gas provides 
refrigeration to a reflux condenser and to heat source heat exchangers. 

Species B - Figure 2 having an intermediate fluid transferring heat between the 
heat source and the portion of natural gas 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the 
claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply 
must also identify the claims readable on the elected species, including any claims 
subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are 
generic is considered non-responsive unless accompanied by an election.
